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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Care and Training of the Male Slave/Slaves for Sale is 
classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This restriction is due to the explicit portrayals of sexual activity and the association of 
violence and coercion with sexual conduct. The context in which these portrayals are 
placed is a contrived role-play, in which men are presented enacting activities intended 
to degrade, dehumanise and demean them. This is intended to be voluntarily carried 
out by adult participants in the specific sexual culture of sadomasochism. 

The association of violence and coercion with sexual conduct and the degrading, 
demeaning and dehumanising treatment of the men is deliberate and meant to be a 
role-play in a sadomasochistic context of bondage and discipline. This is obvious as 
there is no impression given that the men are violated against their will. The men 
occasionally feign resistance, also part of their act, but the tension raised in this is 
quickly relieved by their immediate acceptance of the sexual activity. 

The nature of this content is such that the availability of the publication containing such 
explicit sexual material within the context of adult sexual practice of sadomasochism is 
considered under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 to be 
likely to be injurious to the public good. The restriction of the publication to adults is 
considered to be a reasonable limitation on the availability of the publication, 
prescribed by law, and demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society by the 
public demand that explicit sexual material be unavailable to young persons. 
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
